REPUBLICANS ARE AROUSED

Result of Monday's Election Points Oat to
Them Langer.

SUCCESS OF THE DEMOCRATS IS A SURPRISE

Members of the Party Realize the
Necemnlty of Hard Work and &
Stromg Tieket to Aveld
Worse Defeat.

The result of the school electlon on Monday
was the mubject of a great deal of earnest
conglderation In polltical elrcles yesterday.
The democrats naturally felt very Jjubllant
and looked upon the election of all but one
of thelr candidates as an augur of the same
degres of success In the coming clty elec-
tion. The republicans feit no disposition
lo concede this, but realized that the aitua-
tion was of sufficlent gravity to call for
careful thought and the same kind of ac-
tlon In the conventlon this afternoon. There
was a general feeling all over town that
the democratic victory was the indleation
of o revolt against the domination of the
républican party by a few men who have
been consnmed with an ambition to hold all
of the ofMces themeelves or dictate who

should hold them. The fact cannot be dis-
gulsed that this feeling was prevalent around
all of the electlon booths on Monday and
that the warning conveyed will be heeded.
The republican party is stronger in Councll
Bluffs today than it was a year ago and there
le no reason why a winning ticket should
not te named thls aftéernoou. But to ac-
complish It there will have to be some radi-
cal changes made In the slate that was pre-
pared and exploited as long ago as last
January, There were many and earnest
conferences held yesterday between party
leaders and delegates to the convention and
the concluslon was reached In every In-
etance that the ticket to be put forward must
be 2 new as well as a strong one, Many
names were suggested for the varlous
places and before night there was almost
a definite agreement reached concerning
nearly all of the candidates to be placed
before the convention with the support of a
majority of the delegates,

Aa entirely new man was brought out
a8 the candidate for mayor, Hon. A. T. Flick-
Inger. No conference was held with him
by any ol the men who were seeking a solu-
tlon of the present difficulty, but when his
name was mentioned It met with Instant and
hearty approval. During the latter part of
the afternoon the malter was mentloned to
him and caused some surprize and a positive
refusal to be a candldate. His name had not
been mentioned In connection with the of-
fice and he had not had an opportunity
to think it over, Republicans feel that he
Is not only an avallable man but will make
R strong candidate. He is the kind of a man
in every respect that the people of the city
deslre for mayor this year,

The remainder of the ticket recelved the
same thoughtful consideratlsn with the sime
resull that new men were advanced for
rearly all of the offices. For judge of the
superior court there was some divislen of
oplnlon among the leaders and the dele-
gates, many of them favoring C. 0, 'Wheeler,
& clean and strong candldate, and others be-
ing equally positive that Semator N. M.
Pugey was the strongest man. Mr. I'usey ls
undoubtedly remarkab'y well qualified to fill
the office and would lering to the support
of the ticket every member of the gold demo-
cratic organization in‘the city.

For city sollcitor there was a unanimous
feeling In favor of H. J. Chambers, who
had a large following at all of the primaries,
Hls whole political record was carefully
conaldered yesterday and the further inquiry
was pushed the more apparent became the
certafuty that he was the strongest candldate
that could be presented to the convention
and to the people.

The candidates for cily treasurer were
matters of the moat serious consideration,
but no unanimous decision was reached. J,
A, Gorham has been a candidate from the
beginning and personally In very strong.

The remainder of the ticket ls not con-
sidered to be of such Iimporiance, viewed
politically, F. L, Evans for auditor and
Thomas Toslevin for city engineer are re-
garded as being not only worthy of another
term but are atrong politically and there
can be no reason for opposition, either In
the convention or at the pol's.

There la no attempt to disgulse the fact
the interest in the work to be done by
the convention ls greater than at any time
in the recent history of the republican party
in Councll Bluffa.

Condemn a Pending DML

OSKALOOSA, Ia., March 15.—(Special.)—

DES MOINES, March 15.—(Special Telo-
gram.)—The &cnate has reached section 24
of the board of control bill. Much of the
measure must be reconsldered and several
amendments taken up which have Dbeen
passed over. But good progress has been
the order. The opposition has been defeated
at practically every point and has become
moderately docile.

Trewn: today Introduced an amendment to
strike out the clause to legislate the presemt
superintendents into office for the next aix
years, He urged that the board should not
have its hands tled at its inception If any
Institutiona were governed by Incompetent
officlals, The friends of the blll asserted It
waa the (rustee aystem and not the per-
sonnel of the management they had eriticized.
The amendment went over till tomorrow.
Pusey emdeavored to strike out the pro-
vision that in cases where unidentified Insane
patlents are sent to etate hospitals, where
their maintenance would be charged to the
state, thele removal must be ordered by the
board. Friends of the bill contended It waan
Intcnded to prevent neighboring states from
unloading their pauper Insane on Iowa. The
amendment was defeated and the committee
had won another victory,

Senator Funk this afternoon offered an
amendment to section 1, making the salaries
uniform at §3,000, the preeldent being pro-
vided $3,500 under the bill, This will tend
further to harmonlze the confllcting Interests,
and It Is now belleved the bill will pass the
senate by Thureday or Friday.

KILLS MAUFACTURING BILL.

Speaker Funk made al'ruling today on the
manufacturing bill, the real purport of which
did not seem to be realized when it was an-
nounced. The measure was reached on the
calendar, when Polteri asked that it be
passed till tomorrow without losing Its place
on Ita calendar. Several other bills bad
just been treated in the eame way, It being
& taclt rule that this can be done If there
ia no objection. The bill had been favorably
reported from the/t¢ommitiee on domestic
manufactures. Prefitlad made the point
of order that IL ought to be referred to the
¢committee on euppression of Intemperance
end the chalr sustalned It. Potter appealed
from the decleion and'the chalr was sus-
talned, many membera not understanding
the force of the ruling. In effect it means
that the blll goee now to an unfriendly
committee, which will doubtless hold it til}
20 near the close of tho session that it will
have no chance of passage. Bpeaker Funk
declares that it has been the common under-
standing that such billa should go to the
committee on suppression of intemperance
and that a like ruling was made in the last
assombly. In making the ruling he took
occaslon to discuss the merits of the bill,
remarking that it would, It passed, place a
brewery on every four corners in the ntate.
Ex-Speaker Byers was In the house today
and says he made mo such ruling at the
last sesslon. There I8 much feeling among
the frlends of manufacture, but iL Is gener-
ally conceded that manfacture la killed by
It for this sesslon., Had It been understood
as It has befere It la very doubtful Il the
chalr could have been sustained.

Upon the general's breast are pinned tho
badges of the Grand Army, the Loyal Legion
and the Army of the Potomac and the Letare
medal, presented by the Unlversity of Notre
Dame,

The funeral services at the cathedral will
commence at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning.
